THE BRIDGE. 


Another step towards the construction 


of the long promised bridge has been taken 
and the site has been definitely located by 
order-in-council, dated 19th February, 1895. 
The government is to be congratulated on 
having at last reached a decision on this 
point. It is to be regretted, however, that 
the decision was not reached earlier in the 
season, especially in view of the demand 
made upon the town of Edmonton for a con- 
tribution towards the construction of the 
bridge.

Of course it is quite right for the govern- 
ment, if they adhere to their demand for 
municipal aid, to be secured that any aid 
definitely promised shall be paid at the pro- 
per time. But on the other hand it would 
be very foolish of the town to issue and sell 
bonds to the amount of $15,000 in cash and 
place the amount in the hands of the gor- 
ernment, Without any security as to the 
time when the bridge would be com- 
pleted, or as to whether any greater amount 
would be demanded im case the cost of con- 
struction over ran the estimate, as govern- 
ment contracts have a habit of doing. From 
the moment the bonds were sold in order 
to raise the cash demanded they would be 
drawing interest, and it is not a business 
proposition that the town should begin at 
ence to pay interest on $15,000, when the 


value to be received may not be realized for | 


years, even supposing that no demand for a 
greater amount than $15,000 should ever be 
made. 

So far the government has not. been so 
prompt in reaching @ conclusion in regard 
to this matter as to inspire fifteen thousand 
dollars worth of confidence in the celerity 
of their future movements.

ELECTION ADDRESS. 


To the electors of Alberta. 
GENTLEMEN. —As the nominee of the con- 


yention of Alberta liberals which was held 
recently at Calgary,and having been assured 
of a strong snpport by the patrons of indus- 
try in Northern Alberta, as well as at the 
solicitation of a large number of independ- 
ent conservatiyes inthis part of the country, 
1 have the honor to offer myself as a candi- 
date for the representation of Alberta in 


the Commons at the approaching general 
election. The stand which I take with the 
full knowledge and consent of those who 
have tendered me their support is that of an 
independent as to party, but not as to 
principle. On the main question at present 
at issue between the liberal and conserva- 
tive parties, I understand that the organi- 
zations and individuals tendering me their 
support have done so with the wish and ex- 
pectation that I would and will so far as lies 
in my power support the policy of a tariff 
for revenue as against the policy of a tariff 
for protection, which is the declared policy 
of the present government; on the ground 
that the protective policy discriminates un- 
justly against the western producer in favor 
of the eastern manufacturer. 

Although holding strongly with the 
liberal party and also the patron organiza- 
tion on this point, I have not bound myself 
to either of these because I believe that the 
first duty of the single representative of so 
great a country holding such great possibil- 
ities as this district of Alberta should be to 
use his every energy for the further develop- 
ment of this country and the realization of 
these possibilties; as he can not if he is to 
be subject to restraint by the exigencies of 
anv party. This constituency has had 
party representation during the past eight 
vears.—has been represented by a member 
of the party in power then and now. If 
the results have been satisfactory, that 
principle should be continued. If not it 
shouid be changed. It is because I believe 
that this system of party representation has 
been gravely injurious to this district that 
I have consented to make the personal 
sacrifice involved in my candidature, and 
because, so far as I knew, no other person 
was likely to come forward to advecate 
these or like views. 

In a region so vast and varied as Alberta 
it would be impossible for any man at any 
time to define all the points of policy that 
would affect each locality, therefore i do 
not attempt to do so here. I hope from 
time to time, however, in the course of the 
contest, to have the opportunity to discuss 
fully with the electors at most of the 
pricipal centres of population, ail matters 
that may come up for discussion, in what- 
ever shape they may appear. That such a 
vast region, having such a large population 
and such important interests should be 
accorded only one representative is as plain 
a case of injustice as is required to show the 
glaring failure of party representation to 
secure the people in even their simplest 
rights. The matter of railway extension 
and railway rates particularly in the north 
and the question of irrigation in the south 
seem to be the great questions affecting the 
interests of the district with which parlia- 
ment will from time to time have to deal. 
I need not point out that while these are 
vital questions to Alberta,they are not party 
questions at all, and it is all the more neces- 
sary that your representative should be in a 
position to advocate your interests in regard 
to them in parliament without party 
hindrance even if he has to do it without 
party support. 

Speaking generally I may say that I will 
support a policy of development for Alberta 
and while I will not bind myself to ask for 
favors for any section or interest I will bind 
myself to do all in my power to see that each 
section and every interest receives fair and 
equal treatment. 

In conclusion I will say that although I 
have no personal interest to serve or am- 
bition to gratify by entering upon this con- 
test, yet having entered upon it in 
faith I shall do all I can to win, and atk for 
the active assistance of every man who 
believes that the success of the principles 
which I have been selected to advocate 
would be in the interest of this constituency 
and of the country.

It 1s evidently the 
official communication to the town counci 
regarding the bridge mentioned in the 
recent telegram of the minister of interior. 
Department of Public Works 
of Canada. 


Orrawa, 7th March, 1895. 


Six: I have the honor to inform you that 
an order-in-council was passed on the 23rd 
ultimo. (A copy of which is Hereto attached) 
authorizing the selection of site No. 2, 
opposite the town of Edmonton, N. W. T., 
for the construction of the proposed bridge 
oyer the Saskatchewan river at tha‘ place, 
and to request that you will please see that 
the contribution promised by the town of 
Edmonton, viz: $15,000, which is equal to 
one fourth of the estimated cost of the 
said bridge be paid over to the government 
as soon as possible. This request is now 
made in accordance with the condition of 
the order-in-council, which states that nocon- 
tract shall be given unless the deposit in 
question shall have been made with the 
government.

Extract from a report of the committee of 
the Honorable the Privy Council, approv- 
ed by His Excellency on the23rd Feb. ,’95. 
Qn a report dated 19th February, 1895, 

from the minister public works, submitting 
that at last session of parliament, the sum 
of $25,000 was voted for the purpose of con- 
structing a bridge across the Saskatchewan 
river at Edmonton, N. W. T., the munici 
pality furnishing 25 per cent of the cost 
The minister states that before proceeding 
with the preparation of the plans and speci- 
fications it was necessary that an examina- 
tion be made and information obtained with 
reference to the best site to be found for 
the construction of the said bridge, and 
that upon such examination being made, 
two ‘sites were represented as eligible, one 
situated near what is called the upper ferry 
and the second opposite the town of Ed- 
monton proper and nearly at the point 
where the lower ferry is being operated. 

The minister further states that from the 
various reports received and information 
obtained, he is satisfied that the site at the 
lower ferry,opposite the town of Edmonton, 
presents better facilites than the other, and 
further, that its selection has been urged by 
the townspeople of Edmonton, who have 
made their contribution mentioned in the 
vote contingent upon the bridge being con- 
structed upon the lower site. 

The minister, further states that, in 
ordering the plans and specifications to be 
prepared, he has given such an order having 
in view the construction upou the lower site, 
and he now recommends that such selection 
be approved, but that it be also understood, 
that no contract shall be given unless the 
corporation of the town of Edmontoa shall 
have deposited with the government a sum 
equal to 25 per cent of the estimated cost of 
the bridge, said estimated cost being placed 
at $60,000. The committee submit the 
same for Your Excellency’s approval.
